A lawyer — “A Gentleman of the Law” — whose trade¬ 
mark was a white carnation boutonniere always worn in 
his coat lapel, and who was known to multitudes of people 
in Sierra Madre and adjacent area, passed away quietly, 
practically in his sleep, last Saturday morning. 

He was John L. FitzGerald, 87, who following a long 
illness, died at his home at 735 E. Grand View, after 
having spent 24 years in Sierra Madre. He had retired 
from active practice three years ago. 

The night before he had remarked casually to his 
wife: “You know, Maud, I feel as though I won’t be with 
you much longer now.” He had been partially paralyzed 
and bed-ridden for some time.

A PICTURESQUE char¬ 
acter, able lawyer and loyal 
citizen of his city, Atty. 
FitzGerald was born in 
Stockton-on-Tees, Ireiand. In 
1875 he came to the United 
States, locating first in 
Pittsburgh, Pa.

graduated from the St. Paul 
Law School in St. Paul, 
Minn., and began practicing 
in Spokane, Wash., and 
Wallace, Idaho, where he 
became district attorney. He 
came to California in 1938, 
immediately opening a law 
office here. 

He married Miss Maud L. 
Evans of St. Paul in 1902 
and in addition to his wife 
is survived by two sons, 
John L. FitzGerald Jr., of Ar¬ 
cadia and Dr. Edgar J. 
FitzGerald of Wallace, Ida¬ 
ho, and two grandchildren.

A rose is a rose and would 
smell as sweet by any other 
name, provided you don’t 
dissect It into such disin¬ 
tegrated pieces that it looks, 
or might even smell, like 
something else. (May the 
ghosts of William Shake¬ 
speare and Gertrude Stein 
forgive me.) 

ONE OF CLAHK'S paint¬ 
ings at Xanadu is “colloge." 
In water color. Does that say 
anything to you? A few 
more are abstractions, but 
most arc “naturalistic”—in 
oils. Have I still said any¬ 
thing? Of course not. But 
these terms are classifica¬ 
tions which we are some¬ 
times supposed to accept 
without seeing or under¬ 
standing. 

Certainly it is not the 
fault of the artist that his 
pictures cannot be seen 
through words. You cannot 
explain color to a blind 
man; a fact that is neither 
his fault nor yours. One of 
Clark’s paintings, the one 
that drew me instantly to 
its side, is called: “Young 
Tree.” But in your mind, as 
of this moment, can you see 
the beauty of this paint¬ 
ing? 

There are more: “Flower¬ 
ing Artichoke and Thistles” 
(if only you could see the 
colors and forget the title) 
“Flowering Branches.” Or 
take the one with the simple 
title: “Daisies.” You’ve seen 
daisies, but you have never 
seen delicate, meditative 
colors quite like these on 
canvas. 

When you learn that John 
Clark is not quite 32 (bom: 
Chicago, July 10, 1930— 
sorry, no relative of mine), 
you can’t help but wonder 
how anyone so young can 
be so advanced in the tech¬ 
nique and feeling of color 
and dtesign, but the fact re¬ 
mains that he has sold in 
many galleries from here to 
New York, and his work al¬ 
ready is seen in private col¬ 
lections, including those by 
the German Embassy in
